— Sanford Lync, of the 
l.arclimoiil .smd. employes a muel method to i-on- 
dilioii Ills yearlings. .Mr. Lyiic's crop this year 
iiiimhcrs icii colls. instead of keeping the colts 
lip all du.i or taking a chance on injury in the 
darkness hy leUiiig Hicni run out all night, as many 
of Hie hreeiiers do during the heated term of Hie 
year. Mr. I,.\ue liiriis Hie colts into a two-aere 
padd'M-k twice inch day — early iu the morning and 
in Hie eisd of I lie afteriiooii — and sends a trained 
collie dog III with Hiem. Witli the dog ismstanll.y 
at ilieli- hi c-ls. Hie colts exercise naturally alxuit 
ail liour mid are eared for and feil just us if they 
had hciMi lirokcii to bridle and siiddle and ridden 
hy cxer'-isc Isiys. 

It is .Mr. I.yiic’s contention that yearlings so 
liandled arc mure liard.v. luive lietter muscles and 
will have more stamina when tliey iiialurc than year- 
lings tliat arc lu-rmittcd to take just so much ex- 
ercise as tliey cliiMise to lake and are ki-pt fatten- 
ing at tlic manger the greater iwirlioii of their lime. 
’I'licy arc liarcfisitcd. Imt their feet are not damaged, 
as some iiiigiit sii|i|iose. They will now and then 
ehip off Hie rim.s of their hoofs, liut Mr. Lyne 
I'liiilciiils that this rough aiipcarance Is offset liy 
the malerial henefit to the frogs of tlie fis‘1. 

"It's a pity that all this anti-racing agltntimi 
had to come this year.’’ .said -Mr. Lyne as he leaned 
over the paddiM-k fence a nuiriiiug or two ago and 
directed tlic collie in Ids stunt of galloping the 
yearlings.

Snriirises were in order and six 
favorites were decisively downed. Si-vcral sharp 
niaiiipiilators put Hirimgli coups that netted them 
liaiidsoinely. 'The mivst licavily hacked winner of the 
afternoon proved to lie Raron Esher in the closing 
race. His connections liacked him with supreme 
confidence and almost swaiuiied the la.vers. 

Tlie steepli'chase over thi' sliort course went to 
Economy, the only favorite successful during the 
aftcrniHiii. She achieved her victory easily after 
-Maiizaiio and .\wawcgang had raced each other into 
exhaustion in the first turn of the course. WixmI- 
side’s failure at the last jiiniii eiiahlcil Munzano and 
.Awawpgaiig to tight it out for second place, which' 
the former took. 

T. F. Hayes had shipped Mcrcadel here from tho 
Enqiire City track and had designs on the opening 
rare, but tlie liest she could do was to finish second.

Gladys Ixmise oiitgamhig Alice for second 
idacc. Oil the strength of a fast work-out. Mabel 
Ilenr.v was hacked into favoritism in this race, but 
her chances went glimmering while at the post 
when slic bolteil to Hie outside, causing her to be 
left. 

Lady Martha, which has had many chances during 
this ni€x>ting and failed, furnished an iinexpecteil 
sensation by winning the mile and seventy yards 
rai*e in almost the record time established yestejday 
b.v King’s Daughter. The isK>r showing of Keep 
Moving. Hie fast receding second choice in the race, 
ociiisioiieil adverse criticism. 

The judges during the afternoon examined several 
betting sliects on yesterda.v’s closing race, prelimi- 
mir.v to starting a searching investigation of the 
IKHH- running of .Vnm-ta Lady.

horses rtinning all summer in the east." 

Such a trick would 
Is* e|o.sed as a nuisance liefore it luid accoinpiisbed 
ils iniriHise as a source <if gambling. .Xgain. the 
IMHilrooms are not what Tliey onet* wert*. and are 
too few and dull to .siiiiisirt such an exii(*nsivc es- 
tablishment. Then, again, if ra<*lng information and 
material for a iKHilriNim syndicate were sought one 
of the New York tracks would hardly in* the idace 
to liold the racing that wtiiild yield it. Far less 
exm-nsive and c<*uttal ground could lie oiitaiued out- 
side New X'ork city territory or New York state.
